The most im|K>rtant element iu 


diameter h» the religions. Most peo- 
>>e will admit that; hut there art- 
,nany opinions as to what consti- 
tutes tlie religious element. Ir is 
infortunate that so important n 
word «H religion should not signify 
:he same to all. Bnt It does not. 
Indent there \n a wide dlvrnrity of 
ipiitlcn as to the meaning of that 
.vord. 
This variance of opinion 


nakes the religions character of men 
to diverse that one Ifecomes confused 
in attempting to d«fin« the term by 


< he test of human IMe. The same is 
true when we attempt to define It 
|rum books. There in doctrine npon 


doctrine, precept upon precept creed 
upon creed, uotil, in the endless con- 
trariety, one almost loses sight of his 
own individuality. TheconflictHand 
controversies amougCliristian |>eople 
are reH|M>nitihlefor much of the pre- 
vailing religious doubt. When so 
many contradictory things are as- 
serted upon infallible authority, no 
wonder there are agnostic*. 


But I didn't start out fora meta- 


physical discussion, although I have 
nearly fallen into one. 
I just wanted 


to talk with you a little al.o;:t this 
question, because it is one on which 
no one can be neutral. 
Kvery one 


must be for or against. 
.Vhen a man 


calls himself an agnostic, or in other 
words says "I don't know,''he belies 
his own intelligence. He knows by a 
thousand earthly and heavenly signs; 
by the phenomena of his own growth 


j and development; by the innate con- 
I sclousness of his own 
suiwriorlty, 


I 
that there Is a Creator, and his TOIKOII 
and common sense deduce from these 


j that there is a moral government 
, higher than human law. So a man 
cannot bean agnostic unless hecloses 
his Intelligence against the evidence 
of his senses ami the deduction* of his 
reason. 


We start, then, upon tlie theory 


that on this subject you l:e!ieve and 


j know 
something. 
The 
question 


naturally arises, how much is it uec- 
esHiiry or practicable for us to know? 
There are two answers. First, if we 
depend upon and accept revelation, 
we may and should know all that is 
explainable. Second, If we walk only 
by the inner light, we can know only 
•from the teaching and leading of 
Reason and Conscience. 


Now we can see how hard it is to 


BCttle this question by any effort 
of reason or judgment. But there is 
a formula by which tlie question can 
toe settled to the satisfaction of every 
ixjrson who has not too exulted an 
opinion of his own knowledge and 
wisdom; and Mint in "do that which 
is right." In other words religion 
means right living. No need to go 
f urther than that, becauseknowledge. 
faith, love and all the virtues .-nil 
beautitudfs are sure to follow right 
living. "Whattloyou mean by right 
living?" 
Well, my dears, that's .a 


fair question, and I am glad you 
asked it, although it in rather hard 
to answer, because there is such a 
difference of opinion on that subject. 
Of course there are certain lines of 
living that arc unnilstakuble. These 
are laid down by divine and human 
law. 
We can all follow those lines. 


But there are multitudes of little 
things which trouble us more than 
those which are of seemingly greater 
significance. It IB easier to obey the 
Decalogue than the Sermon on the 
Mount, because the commandments 
are specific and well defined, while 
the Inimitable sermon is general, and 
leaves much to the judgment and 
science. Yet in that wonderful dis- 
course the Great Teacher has given 
us all needful rules for right living. 
They are plain, but they resolve 
themselves into no many elements 
that we should be constantly on the 
alert lest we make mistakes. A very 
wicked poet wrote this very good line: 


"Man's conscience is the oracle of 


God." 


That Is true If theconscienceis pure 


and enlightened. 
If not, it is more 


iikely to lw the oraele of evil. And 
that is why we should be watchful 
and careful in regulating our conduct. 


1 said there is a difference of opinion 


as to what constitutes right living 
es|»ecially in little things. On this 
subject some Christians are bigoted, 
others are perhaps too liberal. There 
most be. a prijier medium somewhere. 
There are Christians to-day who 
think that sack-cloth and ashes, 
self-torture, self-abasement, and self- 
denial of all pleasure are the necessary 
manifestations 
of 
religion. 
Such 


l»eople onght to stuff col ton in their 
ears that they may not hear the 
singing of the birds. They should 
wear green goggles that they may 
not see the bright hues of theflowcrs. 
They xhonld fasten heavy weights to 
their feet that there may not l*> the 
slightestsnggestion of glideorpigeon 
wing when the orchestra starts up. 
J'hey xhonld curry with them at all 
times Fox'» Book of Martyrs or Bax- 
ter's Saints' Rest, as an 
HOI a let 


against the enticements of Scott, 
Dtcken* and Thackeray. If men were 
all constructed on that narrow basts 
what a world thte wonld be to be 
sure. "WH1, what do yon think Is 
toe right medlnm In regard to these 
matters?" Now yon have driven me 
Into a corner. I'll try to answer the 
question in the next talk.

VICIOUS HIVER LEGISLATION- 


Onaida County Industrial Are Attack^ By 


the Down River Lumb«rmen-What 


They Ask For. 


That, the Merrill and Wausau lum- 


Iwrinen have a. desire to obtain con- 
trol of the Wisconsin river and Its 
tributaries there can no longer be 
any doubt. Three bills which have 
been introduced into the assembly at 
their request, will, if they pass, not 
ouly give future control to the lour 
men nt the places named, but would 
also jeopardize if not 
confiscate 


thousands of dollars worth of prop- 
erly belonging to )>cople who have 
I ivested it in tliis -oinity undore.tist- 
ing laws, in good faith. The paRsage 
of the bills would not only work 
grent financial hardship to the in- 
vestors, but would lie of inestimable 
hardship to every resident of the 
county by cripplingsotneof its great- 
est industries. 


One of the bills calls for the lower- 


ing of the water ou Tomahawk Lakes 
two feet. The advantage to down 
river men who have logs in the Toni- 
aliawk river would be simply a rush 
of water this spring,after whic.h they 
would have what they get now—the 
natural flow. Tliutritlingndvantage 
given these few greedy lumbermen 
who waul their own way In everything 
regardless of linw it, etTects others is 
iiolh-Ng compared with the hardships: 
it would put, u|Kjn others. 
The Lakel 


-Shore LuiuUsr Company, located at 
Tomahawk Lake, who have about 
*7f),uoO worth of timber on the lakes 
could not yet one slick of it lo 
mill by water. The Yaw key Lumber 
Company of llazelhurst, would have 
to abandon the project of bringing 
25,000,1)00 feet of piue lo their mill 
ihrouiih a canal.

are growing continually more aggres- 
livc in the advancement of their ideas. 


I cannot confess to entertaining any 


great degree of respect for the older 
senators who favor this scheme. 
It is 


their duty, out of their wisdom and ex 
periencc, to tcai'h the people and en 
lighter, them, rather than bow cring- 
'ugly before a sentiment which they 
know is wrong. For the younger sena- 
tors who advocate open executive ses- 
sions no man cherishes resentment. 
They will know more and be wiser 
when they are older. 
Some of them 


devin it wise, smart, and an assertion 
jf their "independence" to violate al 
precedents, trample upon the sense o 
propriety of their elders, pose and pa 
rode before the galleries; just as we 
ilways have seen new members of the 
Uonse exhibit themselves. 
Such men 


otherwise talented and learned, cunno 
be expected to be wifie and dignified 
They have already, within the past twi 
fears, lowered public respect in the na 
tional capital for the hitherto most re- ' 
spectod legislative body in the world. 
It is not to be wondered at that such 
men want to play the iconoclastic, act 
in every particular. The bull in the 
'China shop attracted a great deal of at- 
tention while he was smashing his way 
through valuable property, but not 
even Eli Perkins or Joe Mullholland 
has undertaken to convince anybody 
that the bull received any applause or 
encores for his performance.

mining ciimp in the mountains, or in 
some new townalteon the prairie, could 
only know the contents of those let- 
ters there would b<-rillcs,revolvers and 
jowte knives in the air. Villages would 
date their local affairs from thr time 
when such and such a man was killed 
at such and such cross roads. 
Every 


neighborhood would be in a ferment and 
fauds would blossom upon every grocery 
counter in the hamlets and at the cross 
roads. These things would ultimately 
result from open executive sessions of 
the senate. 


During the last session of congress 


th'crc was an important nomination 
pending for one of the middle states, 
ami a distinguished senator, 
whom 


many believed might be nominated for 
the presidency, appeared before a com- 
mittee and made statements which 
would have caused trouble if they had 
been se«jn in cold type. If the case re- 
ferred to had been considered in open 
session, the senator would have been 
compelled to cause trouble in an im- 
portant city.
